THE WANDERING JEW. 


ATCORDING to an adverts ment which wppears inf a contem- 
porary, a body styling tteelf the United Committee for the Aid of 
jewish Colonisation in Russia, is to hold to-night (Sabbath) “a grand 
ball,” with.“ dancing till midnight and “musical turns during 
intervals bv well-known a [ists There is only onc thing to be said 
about this function. ft ts a brazen desecration of Judaism and 
in. outrage on Jewish sentiment. We can but express the 
hope thatb no one’ possessing any proper Jewish feeling will 
give any encouragement whatsoever to an organisation, or its 
objects, which thus fouts our sacred faith and aims a foul blow 
(4 the very foundations of .Judaism in those it influences. We 
nave ali long deplored the anti-Jewish feeling of Jews in Russia 
and the unlicensed desecration of evérything Jewish, which they 
have been able to accomplish. The phenomenon is probably 
to be accounted for as a revolutionary rebound from other days, ane 
the bad effects of the politieat royime that prevails there. They 
have turned religious liberty inte unrestrained religious licence 
intinitely more harmfal to Judaism than the erstwhile persecution 
from which our people under the rule of the Tsarsuffered. It is not 
the first time in history that men and Women released from a 
Krinding, blinding oppression lave misused the freedom that has 
come to thenr so that it has enslaved them the more surely. Perhaps 
itis the measure of the demoralisation which persecution causes. 
So that these Jews im Russia, about whom Bishop Bury the 
other day delivered a very ill-conceived speech and in reference 
to Which he’ has subsequently declared that he did not mean to say 
What his words clearly implied, deserve at least a measure of 
pity, even though it is but natural that they should receive a 
far larger meed of blame. But Russia is Russia. The con. 
ditions there both in the past and now are far different 
from those prevailing in a cowntry such as this, where there is 
no excuse for Jews to disgrace themselves and to degrade Judaism 
in the way the Society, to which we allude above, has done, But 
the wandering in Russia, of men and women who have not only 
thrown over all allegiance to Judaism but who take a delight in 
mocking and ridiculing it, or of these to whom we refer here, 
who have chosen to show how little they feel bound to consider 
Jewish santiment,. or the amenities of Jndaism, are not alone. 
Americaw Jewry teeme with precisely this purposefal debasement 
of Judaism, Here the other day was Rabbi GoLpsTetn of New York, 
urging from the pulpit of his Synagogue the re-formation by

Mr. GILBERT FRANKAU, again, has recently been on a journey to 
Chicago, and has sent to the Mornina Posr an account of the 
slaughtering yards there as part of the story of what he terms 
his ©“ Unsentimental Journey, Mr. FRANKAU 18 convinced that 


there is no undue cruelty to be detected in the Jewish method of 
slaughter, but he that it presents “a blood, bath au 
expression from which, who like himself is a child of Israel, 
ought to have refrained, because he must be aware of the implica- 
tions that would attach to it in the minds of his non-Jewish readers, 
particularly as he underseores Shechita, as carried on in Chicago, as 
the most appalling sight he experienced in the course of his investiga- 
tions. For our part, we have always maintained this, we trust, clear 
position in respect to Shechita, and we believe that it is the view of 
the vast majority of Jews, We think the Jewish means, so far as the 
slaying of animals is concerned, is the most humane towards the dumb 
ereatures, and is safest for human beings. In this we are confirmed 
by an array of expert medical opinion, to which noone unless biased 
would do otherwise than pay the deepest respect. Indeed, a con- 
siderable balance of opinion of that nature is favourable to the 
Jewish method. About the casting process we are not so sure; 
but, as we have often pointed out, it is not an essential of Shechita 
m its present form, and devices are constantly being tried for 
eliminating pain or discomfort to the animal involved in the method 
now employed. But ifit should ever be found that the despatching 
ef animals by means of the knife and the severing of the neck 
arteries, is really cruel, then surely some other method would 
be adopted.

The Committee recommended in the report the 
introduction of religious symbols into’the teaching of the Schoo! lle 
pleaded for the introduction of Jewish symbols not only in their classes, 
but also in their homes, 

Mr. L. FRANK said that the Hon. Officers would be willing to entertain 
and listen to sug¢estions that the andiénce would submit, or to receive 
the names of those who could act as supervisor s. There must be a num 
ber of Jewish men leaving the Universities who could do this work. He 
had been workiug for the cotmmunity in various capacities for 45 years, 
and he hoped that somebody would come forward and take his place. 

Mr. HERBERT M. ADLER said that the real success of that body had 
been the efficiency of the small nucleus of men who gave their time 
freely and ungrudgingly, and that they had earned in an extraordinary 
measure the confidence of the whole body responsible Tor their classes.

It was not a 
question of scheme, it was a question of practical execution. They had 
not only to get at the parent, but they had to win the child and to 
make him feel happy. The time spent in learning had to be used to the 
best advantage. It was partly a question of good and suflicient teaching. 
They had to awaken in the children a sense of adventure. They could 
solve the problem partly by more teachers, by devoting many more hours of 
instruction properly distributed, and by more continuation classes. Mr. 
Adler also appealed for more reverence in the synagogue. Nobody wanted 
ice-cold services, but everyone wanted services that were a true devotion 
to God. 

Mr. C, LITTMAN appealed for pleasant surroundings in which the 
child might be taught. He was sorry to say that many synagogue 
classes were not what they should be, The services on Sabbath mornings 
were sometimes followed by lessons in the Classrooms. The children left

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About Books. 
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The Jewish Home. 

The Women’s Branch of the Union of Orthodox Jewish Congregations 
of America (131 West 86th Street, New York), has planned a series of 
pamphlets to be known as the “Jewish Home SeRies.” The essays will 
present a number of simple heart-to-heart talks with mothers on thé 
various phases of the JeWish religion. The aim is to enlighten the 
mothers, so that they, in turn, may be able to train the children. The 
first pamphlet has already been issued, and is entitled “The Sabbath,” 
by Miss Beatrice 8. Genn. The essay is divided into five parts: (1), Origin 
and Significance ; (2), The Attitude of the Prophets; (3), The Attitude of 


the Rabbis ; (4). The Observance of the Sabbath: Erev Shabbos ; and 


(5), The Observance of the Sabbath—-The Sabbath Day. Miss Genn writes 
with great fervour and sincerity, and has given the series an excellent 
start. Other numbers will include the following subjects: “The Major 
Festivals on the Jewish Calendar” (Mre. Jacob A. Dolgenas): “ The 
Minor Holy Days on the Jewish Calendar” (Miss Hadassah Levine) ; 
“The Jewish Fast Days” (Mrs, Joseph Lookstein) ; “Symbols and: Rites 
of the Synagogue ” (Mrs. Herbert 8. Goldstein); “Dietary Laws ” (Mrs, 
Bernard Revel); “The Bible” (Mrs. David. de Sola Pool); and “ The 
Training of our Children ” (Mrs. Leo Jung). 

“ HOME AND SCHOOL,” by Dr. Alexander Lyons (Bloch, New York), 


consists of two addresses, with a Foreword by Mr. William J. O'Shea, ° 


Superintendent of Schools, City of New York. One of the main. conten: 
tions of Dr. Lyons is that the implications of religion for human conduct 
are more serious and significant than flow from a purely secular culture, 
Hic, therefore, advocates that. religious schools: to supplement public 
teaching be strongly organised and well tinanced,. 

Music. 

“ NEW PALESTINEAN FOLK SONGS,” by Mr.-A. W. Binder (Bloch, New 
York, $1} is a collection of twenty-two songs, most of which have never 
been published before. While collecting the songs which Palestine is 
singing to-day, Mr. Binder was impressed with the importance which 
these songs play in-expressing the spirit of the present day Palestinian. 
The Chalntz sings at work, at. play, in depression, and in xaltation. 
lolk songs in Palestine are not always ventinely Jewish. Nor is this 
surprising after Jews having heard and sung the folk melodics of othe: 
peoples during the years of dispersion. 1t is indeed miraculous that they 
can still select a melody which expresses in part the traditional song of 
the sonlof the Jew. Of the present day folk melodies in Palestine, thi 
ongs of the Yemenite Jews are the truest. Mr. Binder thinks we. can, 
however, look forward to the evolution of a new Jéwish musical idiom, 
which will come out of the new life as it becomes developed in Palestine, 

‘SABBATH EVENING. SERVICE,” by Mr. Lazare Saminsky (Bloch, 
New York, 40), is arranged according to the Union Prayer Book Mr. 
haminsky is the Musical Director of Temple Emanuel, New York. 
Hiis present work is based upon the musical tradition of the older Hebraic 
melodies, and goes back to the Biblical type of cantillation for its 
musical inspiration. Traditional in spirit, his musical settings of the 
ancient Jewish prayers have at the same timea freshness and vitality 
which are characteristic of ali Mr. Saminsky's work, Synagogue choirs 
will tind them inspiringly beautiful, and at’ the same time, not unduly 
burdened with technical difficulties. The last number, Adon. Olam, is a 
transeription and modification of the beautiful rendering by Solomon 
hiossi, the great Jewish-Itilian composer of the seventeenth century.

“THE ECONOMIC BACKGROUND OF THE GOSPELS,” by Dr. Frederick 
(. Grant (Oxford University Press, 7s. 6d.), gives a general sketch of the 
cconomiec development of Palestine during the period immediately-preced- 
ing the rise of Christianity, and tries to show that the Jewish hope of a 
Messianic earthly kingdom was sustained by their desire for an improve- 
ment in their economic position. The book is in three parts: (i.) The 
background of History; (ii.) The Economic Data; and (iii.) The Economic 
Background of the Gospels.

Insulting the King. 


MR. H. G. WELLS'S NEW BOOK. 


It is at least doubtful (says THE JEWish WORLD) whether “insulting” 
is the correct word to employ to the references which Mr. H. G. Wells 
Clissold,” to the King. Because that expression implies that His Majesty 
liakes in the second volume of his book, “The World of William 
«Xperienced some hurt or annoyance about what Mr. Wells said: and I 
Cannot imagine the King treating with other than supreme indifference 
such rudeness to him and the Royal Family in which Mr. Wells appears 
to delight. But that is no reason why the King’s subjects—at least those 
of proper feeling—should not protest at the literary caddishness, of which 
Mr. Wells has been guilty, in traducing personally a gentleman who, he 
must have been well aware, could not, in consequence of the exalted 
position occupied by the King, retaliate, or even defend himself. It was

A French army besieged the 
bohemian capital, and Jonathan, Kabbi-elect of a French city, entered 
ito Communication with the invaders, and eventually obtained a French 
vissport to enable him to travel to Metz. But the citizens of Prague on 
iearing of this naturally put the worst construction on Jonathan's action, 
and not only declared him guilty of treason but also accused his fellow 
Jews of being of the same mind. In consequence the Empress Maria 
Theresia issued an order expelling the Jews of Bohemia and Moravia (the 
end of 1744 and the beginning of 1745). For a few months the plight of 
these innocent victims of one man's folly was indeed grave; only the 
action of several influential Jews at Court and the good offices of the 
Duteh and English Ambassadors arrested the evil, 

Kibeschiitz was not happy in Metz, and after five years (1745.1750) he 
Was glad to leave. It so happened that the Rabbinate of the Three

Communities (Altona. Hamburg and Wandsbeck), one of the most famous 
in German-speaking countries, became vacant, and he was clever enough, 
aided by family influence, to get himself appointed. Just before the 
High Festivals he took up his residence in Altona, and at once came into

Minden was the very opposite of Eibeschiitz in character.  Self- 
centred, narrow, bigoted, a kill-joy and a hater of hereties, Emden was 
hardly titted to be a leader of men. Fortunately he knew his limitations, 
and, valuing his independence above all else. he accepted the position of 
Rabbi only once, at Linden, and then only for a short time. In 1730 he 
seitied in Altona as a private citizen, having obtained a royal licence to 
sel up & printing press.

The 
Talmud is full of controversies, but for the most part they were “ in the 
Name of Heaven.” There were others, however, less worthy. Pharisees 
and Saducees strove with each other; Jews who accepted the spirit of 
tradition sod opposed to those who were guided by the letter only ; the 
Maimonists and the anti-Maimonists engaged in bitter feud. But for 
sensationalism the controversy stirred up by Sabbatai Zevi stood alone. 
The false Messiah of the seventeenth century, whom Jewish writers 
mentioned with horror and a curse (‘May his name be blotted out!”), 
died in 1676. Yet for nearly a century after he had disappeared from 
the scene, the evil spirits whom he had exorcised still kept their witches’ 
Sabbath, stirring up strife and hatred in Israel. Either Sabbatai must 
have possessed some magic formula for enthralling men’s minds, or the 
temper of the age was credulous to a degree. In any event the con. 
troversies he raised were intensly dramatic, and none more so than that 
which divided the whole of Jewry during the first half of the eighteenth 
century. 

The principal aetore in this tragedy were two Rabbis of great repute 
and no small learning—Rabbi Jonathan Eibesehtitz (1690-1764) and Rabbi 
Jacob Emden (1698-1776). To a certain extent the quarrel was personal ; 
but the controversy between them extended to the length and breadth of 
Europe. It divided Jewry into two camps, and it threw a lurid light on 
the Jewjsh life of the time. In a sense, also, the quarrel was a part of 
that eternal strife between the Joyous Comrade and the Puritan, between 
L’Allegro and Il Penseroso. Rabbi Jonathan, with his charming per- 
sonality, his careless ways, his not over-scrupulous character, and his 
artistic temperament, represented the first; Rabbi Jacob, with his 
intense earnestness, his somewhat dour outlook on life, and his over- 
zealousness for truth, stood for the second. This controversy was 
convincing evidence that-Jewish life had sunk to a deplorable level, 
and that while in the greater world beyond the Ghetto the first 
stirring of modern thought was manifest, inside the Ghetto medieval 
darkness, ignorance and superstition still swayed the lives of men. 

How did it all happen? Why was such intense feeling aroused ? 
story reads like a Drury Lane melodrama. 

Jonathan Eibeschiitz or Eibeschiitzer received his name from the 
little Moravian town of Eibenschitz, where his father was the Rabbi for a 
short space of years. From his boyhood upwards his ability was above the 
average, and his nimble mind revelled in the Talmud, the only subject of 
study open to him in those days. He was gifted with wonderful energy ; 
hig was one of those natures that had to be up and doing. At the age of 
twenty-one he was head of a school in Prague, where his vast knowledge 
which he displayed with the ease and grace of a born artist, drew 
hundreds.of pupils from all parts. Before long the hero-worshippers of 
Jonathan might be numbered in their thousands, and by the time he was 
thirty bis position was so well established, that though only the head ofa 
college, he was in reality the actual Rabbi of the Jewish community in 
Prague. 

But there was smoke in the flame. - It was ruamonred that Eibeschtitz 
was a secret devotce of the Sabbataian cult, that he was in corre- 
spondence with the followers of the false Messiah, that he was a wolf in 
sheep’s clothing. The accusations were only too true. The dynamic 
energy of Jonathan Eibeschiitz found satisfaction in accepting the new 
doctrines of a sort of Trinitarian God, of Sabbatai Zevi being his Messiah, 
and of the corollary that sinée the Messiah had arrived, the Torah had 
been abrogated. Jonathan, however, was too astute to throw off the 
mask and come out into the open as an avowed follower of the new 
Messiah ; besides, he loved the Talmud too well to range himself on the 
side of those who refused to recognise its authority. An ordinary man 
might have fared ill under the influence of such reports. But Eibeschiitz 
was no ordinary man; his reputation stood four-square to all the winds 
that blew. 

In 17338, when Jonathan was forty-three, the Jewish community of 
Metz, an honoured and ancient Kehilla, required a Rav, and Eibeschitz 
became a candidate for the post. His chances were excellent, and he 
would probably have been elected had not the widow of the late Rav 
walked into the council chamber of the representatives of the community 
and Cassandra-like warned them not to choose a heretic as the successor 
of her husband. So impressed were the communal leaders by the words 
and the tone of the ancient dame that they selected another candidate 
whose orthodoxy was beyond reproach. 

But twelve years later the Rav of Metz received a call to Frankfurt, 
and this time Jonathan pulled the strings so effectively that he was 
successful. But before he could leave Prague for his new post, the 
Austrian war of succession broke out. A French army besieged the 
Bohemian capital, and Jonathan, Rabbi-elect of a French city, entered 
into communication with the invaders, and eventually obtained a French 
passport to enable him to travel to Metz. But the citizens of Prague on 
hearing of this naturally put the worst construction on Jonathan’s action, 
and not only declared him guilty of treason but also accused his fellow 
Jows of being of the same mind. In consequence the Empress Maria 
‘Theresia issued an order expelling the Jews of Bohemia and Moravia (the 
end of 1744 and the beginning of 1745). For a few months the plight of 
these innocent victims of one man's folly was indeed grave; only the 
action of several influential Jews at Court and the good offices of the 
Dutch and English Ambassadors arrested the evil 

Kibeschiitz was not happy in Metz, aud after five years (1745-1750) he 
Was glad to leave. It so happened that the Rabbinate of the Three

Court of Denmark 


Communities (Altona, Hamburg and Wandsbeck), one of the most famous 
in German-speaking countries, became vacant, and he was clever enough, 
aided by family influence, to get himself appointed. 
High Festivals he took up his residence in Altona, and at once came into 
collision with his rival, Rabbi Jacob Emden. 

Emden was the very opposite of Eibeschiitz in character. — Self- 
centred, narrow, bigoted, a kill-joy and a hater of heretics, Emden was 
hardly fitted to be a leader of men. Fortunately he knew his limitations, 
and, valuing his independencé above all else, he accepted the position of 
Rabbi only once, at Emden, and then only for a short time. 
settled in Altona as a private citizen, having obtained a royal licence to 
set up a printing press. He built himself a house which also contained a 
synagogue, and he and his family, together with a few friends, formed a 
sort of community within the community. We know the type: it is still 
with us—the people who do not think a communal synagogue good 
enough, but must needs worship in a private Minyan. But though Emden 
was & private member of the community, he desired to have his vanity 
flattered by invitations to fill vacant Rabbinates, invitations which he 
could have the satisfaction of graciously refusing. 

When the position at Altona was about to be filled, his friends urged 
him to offer himself as a candidate. He protested his unwillingness, yet 
allowed his name to go forward; and when he was not chosen, he never 
forgave Jonathan Libeschiitz his suecess. Jonathan, clever and astute 
as always, went out of his way to win over Emden. But the latter was a 
born heresy-hunter, and it was not long before he obtained an opportunity 
Which men of his type enjoy. 

About the time of Jonathan’s candidature, dread terror reigned among 
the young mothers in Altona. In one year no less than eighteen had died 
in childbirth, and the young married women in the community looked to 
the new Rav as to a sort of saviour. He would protect them against the 
evil spirits, and as one of the planks in Jonathan’s election platform Was 
his skill as a wonder-monger, his comjng to Altona was hailed with great 
expectations. No sooner had he arrived than he began to write and dis- 
tribute talismans and charms for driving away demons. But before long 
rumours emanating from Metz and other far-off places began to circulate 
in Altona that Jonathan's amulets were not Kasher because they were 
heretical. To make assurances doubly sure, one of them was opened, and 
it was found that the formula was in these terms: “O God of Israel, who 
dwellest in the glory of Thy Power, send healing to this woman because of 
the merits of Sabbatai Zevi, Thy servant, in order that Thy name and the 
name of the Messiah, Sabbatai Zevi, be hallowed in the wortd” ! 

What induced Eibeschiitz to give himself away in this fashion it is 
difficult to determine. The amulet fell into the hands of Jacob Emden, 
who, in his private synagogue, denounced the Rabbi of Altona as a heretic 
and deserving of excommunication, This pronouncement raised a storm 
in Altona. Some supported Emden; others regarded his action as the 


height of impertinence. Aceuse the Rabbi of Altona? The man 
deserved whipping-so many argued. When the news was bruited 
abroad, great numbers of men, now Rabbis, who in their youth 
had hero-worshipped at Jonathan's shrine in Prague, rose up 
in his support. What, their idol a_ heretic? They. did not 
study the evidence, which was pretty damaging; sufficient for them 
that their hero was attacked. Emden was practically expelled from 


Altona; Rabbis were mobilised to thunder excommunications at each 
ether; the folly of the Cherem became apparent when one side excom- 
municated the other; bribes were scattered broadcast by Jonathan, who, 
a born diplomatist, stood at nothing in order to make black apppear 
white and white black. The whole of Jewry was ina state of excitement, 
and the news spread beyond the Ghetto. Christians learned that there 
was some sort of division among the Jews as to whether or no the 
Messiah had appeared. In some places Christian divines mocked at Jews 
for accepting the adventurer Sabbatai Zevi as the Messiah and rejecting 
Jesus. The Jews felt the Chillul Hashem deeply; and the one party 
accused the other of the responsibility for it. The conflict brought the 
worst forces into the light of day. Calumnies abounded; the unprincipled 
battoned on it; Jew accused Jew to the authorities, and Jonathan did not 
add glory to his name by his methods of fighting. He sought 
allies among the Meshwmadim ; he wormed. his way into the 
in order to obtain favour. Whether it was 
a stroke of luck, his superior skill as a diplomatist, or another instance in 
life where wrong triumphs over right, Jonathan carried the day aiter a 
struggle which lasted six years. When, after many vicissitudes he was 
restored to his office, during Chanucah, 1756, his supporters organised a 
procession in his honour, and arranged for a dance to be held in his house. 
So ended a Rabbi's triumph ! 

Sabbatai Zevi, amulets, excommunications—how distant they all 
seem. But controversy, mischief-making Rabbis, intolerance—do we not 
still need to guard against these?

R. LEIB JAFFE, who has toured many countries in Europeand 
overseas in the interests of the Keren Hayesod, has recently 
been appointed, together with Dr. Hantke, a Director of the 
Fund. As has already been announced, the headquarters 


of the Keren Hayesod are now in course of transference to Palestine, | 


and this change, long desired by Zionist workers, is expected to 
inaugurate a new epoch in the work of building up the Land of 
Israel. Prior to his departure 
for Palestine for this purpose, 
Mr. Jaffe accorded to a repre-

(CHRONICLE an interview, in 
the course of which he 


expatiated on the past activi- 
ties and the present needs of 
the Keren Hayesod. 


The Work in Eretz Yisrael. 


“The work accomplished by 
the Keren Hayesod in Fretz 
lisrael,’" said Mr. Jaffe, “has 
refreshed and reinvigorated the 
whole of Jewry, even in the 
remotest corners of the Diaspora. 
[t has increased Jewish prestige 
and enlarged and enriched Jewish life throughout the world with a new 
spirit of life and of hope. The miraculous transformation that has been 
worked in Palestine during the last few years has astonished every visitor 


corner of the East is now pulsating with creative life. In the place of 
Swamps and on the sands of the desert, Jewish towns and villages have 
sprung up, and stony wastes have given way to gardens and forests. The 
Jews have built up a healthy land; they have brought culture, new life, 
modern methods of work ; they have introduced into the land of their 
fathers all that is best in Western civilisation. Jews have increased the 
productivity of the soil, and through them water-power is now being 
harnessed for purposes of electrification. Many thousands of children are 
being educated at the Hebrew schools, and there is a whole network of 
Kindergarten, elementary and secondary schools, professional schools, and 
teachers’ seminaries, culminating in the famous Haifa Technical School 
and the Hebrew University of Jerusalem. The national tongue of our 
people, the Hebrew language, has again become the living ‘speech of our 
culture, of our spiritual life, and of the Jewish fature. 
Hopes for the Future. 


“ There is growing in Palestine to-day.” continued Mr. Jaffe, “a new 
generation, sound and healthy in mind and in body, and building up anew 
a medium of expression for the Jewish soul. And this new Jewish life 
will prove a blessing, not alone to Jewry, but to the non-Jewish world, 
and not least to the Arabs. Their conditions of life, health, and culture 
are being improved, and the Arabs are beginning to realise this. 

“ But although much has been done in Palestine, it is sadly little in 
comparison with what could and ought to have been done, bearing in 
mind the position of the Jewish people in the world, the pressing need of 
a Country of immigration for Jews against whom the doors of all other 
lands are locked, our political opportunities and the possibilities in 
Palestine itself. 

The Economic Crisis. 

“A serious crisis has to-day arisen in Fretz Yisrael,” continued Mr. 
Jaffe. “It may be traced back, at any rate to a great extent, to the 
economic catastrophe that has overwhelmed the bulk of European 
Jewry. The crisis, too, bas affected not only Palestine; its effects have 
been felt in other countries whose would-be emigrants are barred from 
the Land of Israel because World-Jewry has 
sufficient to allow of their being settled there. Immigration has vastly 
increased: but the. income of the Palestine Foundation Fund has not 
increased proportionately. Only with sufficient flaancial means would the 
Fund be enabled to stem unemployment and to continue constructive 
work.

The Remedy. 

“The Keren Hayesod,” Mr. Jaffe went on, “is a tax levied purely on 
the basis of a moral obligation. Considering that there is no means of 
enforcing on Jewry the discharge of its duty, the Fund has succecded 
remarkably well. But much more can be done, and must be done if the 
crisis in Palestine is to be successfully overcome. I have visited many 
countries—including South America, Poland and the Baltic States-—in the 
interests of the Keren Hayesod, and everywhere | have gained the impres- 
sion that there is a wide scope for propaganda for Palestine. This isa 
field which, if properly exploited, will yield rich results. Zionists must 
bend all their energies to seeing that not one sec'ion bat the whole of 
Jewry isenrolled in the great work for the upbuilding of the National Home:

“Prove thy servant, I beseech thee ten days, and let them give 
us pulse to eat and water lo drink.’—Daniel 1. 12. ; 


The prophet Ezekiel classes Daniel with Noah and Job as types of 
perfect and men. But there is a still more striking 
resemblance in the life of Daniel to the character and experiences ot 
Joseph. Both were youths strong to resist temptation, who developed 
into men who could interpret the dreams of monarchs, and were them. 
selves fitted and destined to become rulers of great kingdoms. Daniel in 
the lion’s den is a favourite Bible story of our childhood. But Danie!, 
the young man Who refused to eat of the king’s food, may well be com 
mended to the attention of those who have forgotten the story, that is told 
so simply in the first chapter of the book that bears his name. He was 
a young man of high rank, probably of the royal kindved, carried to 
Babylon from Jtidea in the great captivity. Daniel was selected wit) 
three others on account of conspicuous personal and mental qualifications, 
to attend the college of the Chaldeans, and after due training to be intro. 
duced into the service of the king. Surrounded with all the temptations

There could hardly be 
conceived a series of stronger temptations towards a self-indulgent and 4 
pleasure-seeking career. “ But Daniel purposed in his heart, that he 
would pot defile himself with the portion of the king’s meat, nor with the 
wine which he drank.” In that brief trial of his youth, he laid the foundation 
of a robust, vigorous manhood. He fitted himself for public service during 
a long and splendid career. He commenced a course, which in later years 
won for him a title of ATTWON WN a man greatly beloved. Those ten short 
days of trial on pulse and water secured to him a place in the world's 
history. Who cares now for the Chaldean monarch and his haughty 
court. They live to-day in the world’s memory because this Hebrew 
seer condescended to speak of them. It was he who interpreted the 
handwriting on the wall, and foretold the downfall of a mighty empire. 
And this “ great, patient, gentle, brave, Hebrew prophet” laid the 
foundations of his destiny in those few days—no longer than a boy's 
holiday—which proved the character of a young man and his ability to 
withstand temptation. He found ample compensation—if compensation 
were necessary in the faithful friendship of his three companions, who 
shared his ideals and were also able to take part with him in the administra- 
tion of a great empire. Fiery farnaces could not frighten them into 
idolatry, nor could roaring lions deflect Daniel from his daily prayer at the 
open window towards Jerusalem. The flattering favours of Nebuchad. 
nezzar did not prevent the warning from Daniel's truthful mouth of the 
fate that should befall him until he had learned that the “Most High 
ruleth in the kingdom of men, and giveth it to whomsoover He will.”

la the varied diatribes directed against American lack of culture 
and the deficiency of the Jew in literary affairs, critics are wont to over- 
look the amazing growth of the Jewish Department in the New York 
Public Library. One of its valuable and most important divisions, it is 
situated on the Main Floor for students or casual readers and accessible 
to the throngs which daily pass through this magnificent specimen of 
American architecture. 

This Jewish Department is compact, well organised, directed and 
animated by the astute Joshua Bloch; and it grows steadily in scope and 
resources. Endowed at the opening of this Central Branch—which is a 
coalition of the Astor, Lenox and Tilden Trusts, and completely endowed 
and equipped by the late Jacob H. Schiff, the Semitic Department 
has progressed steadily. Its quality is apparent at even a casual glance. 

Ranged along the shelves are treasures of Hebrew Poetry, Drama, Art, 
Works on Religion, History, Education and Fiction, documents in English, 
(German, Hebrew or Yiddish, any and everything related to Jewry. On care- 
fully arranged files one can procure Jewish, Yiddish, or Hebrew newspapers, 
yeriodicals—the news of many lands. And all around the room are well- 
lit desks, so placed that in the effective silence, one can browse in the 
literature of all countries, and trace therein the romantic and varied 
life story of the Jew. This room is usually crowded to capacity, for the 
ever growing interest in Jewish matters has.long since made its accommo. 
dation inadequate. In the year 1925, the number of readers was 36,644 
and the volumes consulted by them numbered 109,519. These figures 
indicate a marked increase over all preceding years. | 

This interest. in Jewish matters is commmon. to Jews and non- 
Jews. Over thirty-three and a third per cent. of the readers in the 
Jewish division are non-Jews. There is an appreciable demand for books 
dealing with the history of the Jews, commentaries on the Talmud, 
literature connected with the Old Testament, articles explaining the 
tenets of the Faith; all literature which might tend to diminish anti- 
Semitism. 


As a reference library this departmentis invaluable. In the current 


successful production of “Der Dybuk,” by 8S. Ansky, done by the 
Neighborhood Playhouse, the staff and directors of the theatre made 


constant use of this library. 

Scholars from various parts of the country visit this department and 

spend hours in reference in consultation with Mr. Bloch. An efficient 
and valuable director, no task is too arduous for him when he can assist 
‘jn the progress of Jewish culture. He is an expert on ancient Semitic 
and Oriental documents and has given valuable assistance to many 
research workers. . Professor Leo Wiener, of Harvard University, who, 
in his “ History of Yiddish Literature inthe Nineteenth Century ” wasthe 
first to essay the story of that literature, through this work made the 
Yiddish Collection in the library generally known. “The Cambridge 
History of American Literature” in which the late Stuart P. Shernian 
collaborated, devoted an interesting chapter to this department. There 
is another collection of importance in this section in the dialect ot Jude. 
Spanish, known as Ladino or Spaniol, which is the “ Yiddish” of the 
Sephardic Jews. , 

Other writers who have found fecund sources of information here are 
Professor Henry A. Wolfstein of Harvard University, Professor Simon 
Blondheim of Johns Hopkins, Professor John A. Maynard of Bryn Mawr 
College, who found the collection useful for his “ Birth of Judaism,” and 
Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver, who collated much material for his forthcoming 
work on “Jewish Messianic Expectations from the First to the Seven. 
‘teenth Centuries.” 

It is difficnit to compress an adequate description of the scope and 
wealth of so important a feature of Jewish literature into a small compass. 
Peering into the future, one can discern an even greater growth, dignity 
and power for this ever-increasing adjunct of Jewish literary activities. 

Descending to the first floor of the public library one is rewarded by 
a glimpse of an “ Exhibition of Oriental and Semitic Literature from the 
Karliest times to the Present Day.” Apart from the treasures in the 
british Museum, one rarely sees a finer collection than the present exhibi- 
tion. Unique documents, including the first Chinese Bible, published in 
i875 and compiled by Joseph Scherewsky, D.D., a Jew converted to 
Episcopalianism ; the oldest newspaper, published in India in.1858 and 
printed in Hebrew; a Megillah printed in scroll in Bagdad in 1909; the 
first book ever issued from the press in India, by the wife of Don Joseph 
Nasi in 1595; and a commentary on Genesis which actually introduced 
printing into the Balkans. Also the first book printed in Damascus, the 
Sermons of Josiah Pinto, which brought printing to Palestine ; the first 
vook ever issued or printed in Africa, a Hebrew Prayer Book of 1521; 
‘hese and numerous, greater, more varied and thrilling treasures of Jewish 
literature have been collected by Mr. Joshua Bloch. From distant 
~ources he has collated the most unique and valuable exhibition ever 
siven to America of Oriental Literature. | 

The thoughtful readers, busy men and women, who pause in the daily 
‘ush, peering and poring over these rich cases. of parchments, constitute

Complaint against Soviet Doctor. 


Alleged Outrages on Jewish Girls. 


The trial of Dr. Adamyanz, the Government doctor in Kuba, in the 
Soviet Republic of Azerbaidjan in the Caucasus, has been opened at 
‘Kuba. Dr. Adamyanz is charged with ill-treatment of the Jewish popu 
lation of Kuba, following a complaint made to the authorities in Moscow 
last May by a deputation of Caucasian Mountain Jews from Kuba. Kuba 
has a population of 15,000 inhabitants, the majority of them Jews. In a 
memorandum submitted by the deputation numerous acts of chicanery and 
violence by the local authorities were detailed, but special protection 
was asked in one particular matter. In all cases, it was complained, 
where a Jewish girl in Kuba applied at the Government offices for a 
licence to marry, she was at ripped naked and treated indecently by Dr. 
Adamyanz. In cases of resistance they were stripped forcibly. The 
local Soviet, to Which repeated complaints had been made, had refused to 
take any action. 
The deputation drew particular attention to the fact that this practice 
was enforced only in regard to Jewish girls and women, and never against 
Moslem or Armenian girls. The Council of National Minorities instructed 


the Public Prosecutor at Tiflis to investigate the complaint and put Dr. 
Adamyanz on trial.

Professor Dr. Leo Graetz.

Seventieth Birthday. 


Professor Dr. Leo Graetz, the son of the great historian, Professor 
Dr. Heinrich Graetz, the author of the “ History of the Jews,” last week 
celebrated his seventieth birthday, at Munich. Professor Graetz, who 
was born in Breslau, has since 1882 been on the teaching staff of Munich 
University, and was appointed to the Professorship of Physics there in 
1907. He has written many treatises on the conduction and radiation of 
heat, on mechanics and hydrodynamics, but principally on electricity. 
He originated a method, now much used, for converting alternating into 
direct currents, and he was the first to experiment on the dispersion of 
electric waves. He contributed the sections on heat and electricity to 
the “ Handbook of Physics” by Winkelmana. His work on “Electricity 
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and its Application " has reached many editions and has been translated 
into many languages.

Hebrew of Virbalen. 


Appeal for Support. 


The Director of the Hebrew Gymnasium of Virbalen, Lithuania, Mr. 
Michael Bramson, has been on a visit to this country to seek support for 
the school, which is labouring under a deficit of about £600. The 
Gymnasium gives tuition to some two hundred pupils, boys and girls, who 
are educated in a strongly Jewish spirit. The subjects taught are the 
Hebrew language and literature, both ancient and modern, including 
Janach, Mishna, and Talmud,.and general subjects are also taught, 
_ Hebrew being the medium of instruction. Some of the pupils have gone 
to Palestine as Chalutzim, while. others are studying in the higher schools 
and universities and some are teachers in the Hebrew Volksschile. 

In consequence of the economic crisis in Lithuania, the Gymnasium 
is in a critical state financially, and, unless aid is forthcoming, it will be 
faced with the necessity of closing its doors. 


Synagogue Assessments in Holland.

SirR,--May we crave the hospitality of your valuable journal to bring 
under the notice of the community the untold hardship of forty-four 
girls, included among the stranded transmigrants, who have been at 
Eastleigh since 1925. These girls have now received permission to be 
absorbed among the general population, in consequence of the impossi- 
bility for them to proceed to the United States for some years to come 
under the quota Laws. They have no friends or relatives in this country, 
and, though some of them are at work, they do not earn enough to be 
self-supporting, and are consequently in a very precarious position, 
There are among the members of our community many who are imbued 
with the true Jewish spirit of philanthropy and who will, on realising the 
need, be ready to assist these lonely and friendiless girls in every possible 
way.

Complaint against Soviet Doctor. 


Alleged Outrages on Jewish Girls. 


The trial of Dr. Adanryanz, the Government doctor in Kuba, in the 
Soviet Republic of Az rbaidjan in the Caucasus, has been opened at 
Kuba.. Dr. Adanyanz is charged with ill-treatment of the Jewish popu 
lation of Kuba, following a complaint made to the authorities in Moscow 
last May by a deputation of Cau ‘asian Mountain Jews from Kuba. Kuba 
has a population of 15,000 inhabitants, the majority of them Jews. In a 
memorandum submitted by the deputation numerous acts of chicanery and 
violence by the local authorities were detailed, -but special protection 
Was asked in one particular matter. -In all cases, it was complained, 
where a Jewish sirl in Kaba applied at the Government offices for a 
licence to marry, she was stripped naked and. treated indecently by Dr. 
Adamyanz, In cases of. resistance they were stripped forcibly. The 
local Sony iet. to which rej ated complaints had been made, had refused to 
take any action. 

The deputation drew particular attention to the fact that this practice 
was enforced only in recard to Jewish girls and women, and never against 
Moslem or Armenian girls. The Council of National Minorities instructed 
the Public Prosecitor at Tiflis. to investigate the complaint and pnt Dr. 
Adamyanz on trial

The first performance in 
England of Joseph Marx's Romantic Concerto in E major, for piano, on 
i hursday evening (last week), introduced ts to a valuable addition to the 
world’s great Concerti. The work is a brilliant example of how a modern 
masician of genius can express completely fresh and modern ideas in forms 
whichare certainly no newer than Straus, and very often “Schumanniah ° 
in their lyric beauty. “She Concerto is rather long and there are certain 
redandancies which could well be removed. The pianist, Mr. Victor 
Sschioler, is aman of amazing technique, and played Marx's extremely 
ditticult score as though his only difficulty were to produce just the right 
message. [have seldom heard a pianist with such an “intelligent” left 
hand. dir Henry Wood's conducting of Cesar FPranck’s famous Symphony 
in D minor was a deep and thoughtful! performance deserving of high 
praise. There was not a bar which Sir Henry did not know, feel, and 
make us feel intensely—in alla most stimulating experience. I must 
mention also the beautiful version of Schubert's Entr'acte in G_ from 
‘“Rosamunde ” with which the concert opened. This little work is very 
well-known, but I have not known before a more delicate and lovely 
interpretation of it. 

Perhaps one of the most difficult things to effect in musical composi. 
tions is humour. But no one surely can resist laughing at Dohnanyi 

Variations on a Nursery Song,” for orchestra with piano obbligato, 

which was given on Wednesday night at the Queen's Hall Promenade
